O ur advance in t he f uture 
m us t come from a n othe r direction,

Chicago will b ecome tor t oe VV>st 
w ha t New York is to t he East. O w in g 
to 
the increa sing e xpen se—an d t he

lab or a gi t a t i on s - f a c t or i e s 
will move out of the 
metropolis to 
sm all er c ities.
